some new debt in order to put the main building in a habitable condi-| 


tion. The whole building had to be painted insid@ and out, new gutter- 
ing and spouting put on, new floors laid in halls and play room, the 
heating plant overhauled and bettered and som¢ finishing work done 


that had never been done since the building wag erected. This is the 


first work done on the building since erected eight or nine years ago. 
All this is being done at a cost of $2500.00. Somé monéy for this work 
is on hand, and we trust that the contributions from the Pynods this year 
will enable us|to pay for all the improvements. | 

At present we have 32 children in the home, 14 girls and 18 boys. 
But the fact that applications for admission must be refused every week 
should stimulate the Church to provide more adequate room for the 
needy one who should be cared for by our church. Four of the children 
finished the grades in the school last spring. i: present we have 6 


in the high school in Dixon and 2 in Carthage

| REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL HOME MISSION BOARD 


_ _ The care of our churches, the supplying of our vacant pulpits aiming 
© keep service going, and the location of pastors in the vacancies has 
constituted the principal work of the Synodical Board during the past 
year. The frightful shortage of men adapted to our needs has made 
this work doubly difficult. The removal of the College and Seminary 
from Atchison has practically eliminated that source of supply help, 


_ @wing to the distance and the inconvenience of the railroad connections. 


No uew missions have been established because of the already over 
churched conditions which obtain over the territory of Kansas Synod, 
and further because the general board is encouraging the planting of 
new missions only in places where there are promising fields. The 
. ng sufficient men is a very serious draw back to our 
mission work all over the United Lutheran Church. Many new missions 
Foie be opened up were men available. Our church along with other 
enominations is putting forth special efforts to induce men to enter 
the ministry. The strong churches get the men but the missions which 
need strong men, languish often because of long vacancies. Your

The salaries of all our satiihilien have been paid 


in full including that of the Missionary Superintendent with a surplus

The latter has met all of his expenses, turned into 


the missionary treasury $100 and has a working balance on hand. 


Vacancies. The vacancies filled during the year have been at Green- 
leaf; Kansas City, Memorial; Kansas City, Kansas; Lawrence; New 
Cambria; Ottawa; Peabody; Topeka; and Valley Falls. There remains 


vacant at present: Hays; Kansas City, Kansas; Lancaster; Minneapolis; 
Mt. Washington (Fairmount);and Effingham. Candidates are before 


some of these points at present. | i: 


Property at Washington. A Church was or ized at Washington, 


Kansas, in 188§, admitted into this Synod, lived about three years, and: 
in 1893 was dropped from the roll of Synod. The organization never had 


a church property, although they purchased a five room house and three. 


32 foot lots and it was all paid for. Since then some of the members 
have been taking care of this property and collecting the rents. Re- 
cently this fact was brought to the attention of the Missionary Super- 
intendent, who went to Washington, called together the remaining 
members, published a légal meeting and got the property deeded over. 
to the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension, as the property 
in the first place was obtained through the efforts of Field Secretary,: 


‘Rev. J. N. Lenker.’ The property is now worth about $1,000.00. The 


deed is signed by A. M. Moore and David Dieffenhach, trustees. 


OUR MISSIONS | 


Tulsa. Vety good reports come to us from our Tulsa Mission, and. 


possibly no church in this Synod has ‘made more substantial growth 
in proportion its membership than this one. Its percentage of net in-' 
crease looks ag if the Tulsa church stood at the very top. Its pastor, 
Dr. S. S. Kauffman, has put in a year of very hard work and his re- 
sults indicate the same. During the year repaired their 


building at a cost of $300.00; made a net increase of their communicant 
membership of 24, cancelled debts on the principal ih the sum of 
$860.00 and paid their apportionment in full. with an excess of eleven 
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pastorate, Nov. 1, 1919. He set himself to the work with all his might 
Inmtieed he set a pace such as his physical being could not maintain. 
The church selected a new location picking out a lot and the pastor 
planned to raise money to purchase it. But before these plans could 
mature he had a physical break down, resulting in his being placed, asa 
Philippine ex-soldier, in the National Hospital at Leavenworth, Kansas. 
Our Superintendent succeeded in getting his three children in Tabitha 
Home at ,Lincoln, Nebraska, where Mrs. Hanson has a position as a 
helper. We are making a strong effort to get a capable man for this 


| | f | 
Minheapolis, St. Paul’s. We have not been able to locate a pastor 
here since the leaving of Rev. T. Earnhart, April 1, 1918. The cen- 
gregation refused to call a man giving as their reason, inability to 
supportia man. We tried to get this church and that at Beloit united 


@s8 a pastoral charge, and while Beloit was willing, Minneapolis re. 


fused. They say they cannot raise $250.00 toward a pastor’s salary. 
The Missionary Superintendent has administered the Communion regu- 
larly. Street and other improvements being assessed against their 
_ parsonage property, they sold the same and after paying the assessments 
have the balance $1,350.00 placed at interest. At a called meeting of 
the church held June 13, they voted to disband and turn their 
_ property over to the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension. 
Before this meeting was concluded they adjourned to meet July 8th, 
1920, but at this meeting again adjourned to meet October 24th, 1920, 
‘preferring not to finally decide the matter of disbanding till the 
_ meeting of this Synod. They have not had a Sunday School for a year, 
their young people are scattered, only eight or ten families remain, 
and these are old people. They are disheartened. The town is over:

Midland College has enjoyed a year of prosperity. Growth and 
achievement have peen written into the history of the school. We 
confidently belieye the record of the first year of Midland in its new 
location is an earnest, of a more glorious record in which each suc- 


_ eeeding annual ¢hapter shall tell of a more gratifying progress than 
is recited in the preceeding one. | 


Six hundred! and ninety-seven students were darolled during the 
past year. Of this number, ninety-nine were in the college department, 
seventy in the Academy and the others in the Commercial, Music and 
other departments. The students of all departments are a part of 
the college. They attend the daily chapel services and are brought 
into contact with true Christian ideals. A number who enrolled in the 
Commercial Department have entered College and one of these young 
men has decided'to study for the ministry. | 


The College| faculty numbers twenty-nine capable instructors, well 
qualified intellectually, morally and socially for their work. 


The three eminent professors in the Western Theological Seminary 
had seventeen students under their instruction. Six young men gra(lu- 
ated from the Seminary in June. One young man is preaching in 
Canada, one in Arizona, one in Montana and three in Nebraska.
